Thant had refused to accept the 
post until assured of widespread 
sup including the backing 
of both the Americans and the 
Russians, and a relatively free 
hand in running the office of 
Secretary General 

Then, Nov. 3, he issued a 
brief which contained this sen- 
tence: “‘In the Congo operation, 
which is one of the major under- 
takings in the history of the 
Organization, we continue to en- 
counter serious difficulties which 
clamor for an urgent solution.” 
This was the sort of thing al- 
most any Secretary General 
might have said; only Thant 
happened to mean it, and has 
acted .accordingly. 

In seeking an urgent solution 
to the Congo problem he has 
aroused opposition, much of 
which can be traced to the Bel- 
gian, British and French com- 
mercial and mining interests in 
Katanga. However, Thant has 
not stood alone. On his left hand 
are the Russians, and on his 
right the Americans. 

His chief lieutenant in the Con- 
go operation continues to be an 
American, Ralph Bunche. So far

It is true that the Communists have made 
some concessions in Laos, but this may be be- 
cause they are Satisfied with their progress 
in South Viet Nam. If South Viet Nam goes 
under, and North and South Viet Nam are 
consolidated, the remains of freedom in Laos 
and Cambodia almost automatically would be 
extinguished, regardless of agreements. 

Once the Communist victory in Indochina 
consolidated, the tactics used in Viet 
could be extended to Thailand and 
Burma, Malaya and Indonesia. There is little 
doubt about it. These countries know it; they 
know the area and’ its problems, and they 
should have a primary interest in assuring 
the survival of freedom. If they oppose Diem 
they can at least give moral support to pro- 
gressive forces in South Viet Nam. 
backing from Asian governments 
would in some ways mean more than the eco- 
nomic and military aid now being rushed to 
Viet Nam by the United States. Every Asian 
leader, and Diem is no exception, must an- 
swer, when he accepts Western assistance, 
to the charge that he is a Western puppet. 
Assistance from Asians would negate such

There apparently have been some §ad- 
vances along this line. Selig Harrison. reports 
in The New Republic that in connection with 
Indian Prime Minister Nehru’s recent visit to 
Washington it became clear that India recog- 
nizes importance of a non-Communist 
South Viet Nam. The United States, Mr. Har- 
risOn says, agreed to press Diem to liberalize 
his regime (which is being done) and to docu- 
ment anti-Communist charges (which was 
done in the white paper). India agreed to 
co-operate in various specific ways, including 
revitalizing its chairmanship of the Indochina 
International Control Commission (India, 
Canada, Poland). 

secretary of State Rusk has expressed the 
hope that the commission, established by the 
1954 peace agreement for Indochina, would 
come to grips with the South Viet Namese 
charges of terror, assassination, infiltration 
and military attack, some of which are spelled 
out in the white paper. Because of the deep 
respect most free Asians have for India, Mr. 
Nehru’s commission chairman could perform 
a great service. 

Apparently Washington’s pressure on Diem 
to liberalize his regime is having some re- 
sults. Whatever can be done in this respect 
will make it easier to gain support for South 
Viet Nam, particularly in Asia, where it 
counts. Aid from the outside can only sup- 
plement, not supplant, resolute action by the 
government itself to improve the people's 
lot. That is the first line of defense.

A group of Young Americans for Freedom, 
representing youthful Goldwaterism, went 
before their elders in the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers meeting to charge that 
American colleges are “left-wing brain laun- 
dries.’

Democratic Hatchet Work 


The state senatorial redistricting in St. 
Louis county, callously rammed through by 
the Council’s Democratic majority, is a care- 
fully calculated piece of political hatchet 
work. It cuts up a county that gave about 48 
per cent of its vote to the Republican presi- 
dential nominee in 1960 in such a way that 
four of the five senatorial seats probably 
would go to Democrats and the fifth conceiv- 
ably could be filled for three years by a Dem- 
ocrat who lives in St. Louis. 

\ good deal of thought must have gone into 
he plan... The five districts are almost pre- 
csely equal in population, ranging from 
about 1.5 per cent below the ideal size of 


* 140,700 persons to about 2 per cent above it. 


To that extent the draftsmanship is beyond 
reproach. But the district lines have been 
set down in such a way as unfairly to enclose 
most Republican voters in one district, the 
new seventh. which was transferred to the 
county from St. Louis and which now is rep- 
resented by Democrat. Theodore D. McNeal. 
' [or some reason he failed of nomination or 
election in the new St. Louis district in 
which he lives he could hold the one county 


seat that seems to be safely Republican for 
another three years. 


Unfortunately, the Republicans themselves 
set the precedent: on which the Democrats 
have been acting. When the G.O.P. con- 
trolled the Council 10 years ago it gerryman- 
dered the house and senatorial districts to 
favor Republican candidates, The Democrats 
are merely proving that when a political body 
attempts redistricting the result will be po- 


litical. Between now and the “970 census the 
statutes should be amended to give the bi- 
partisan County Election Board the respon- 
sibility for future redistrictings. As Election 
Boards in St. Louis have proved on two occa- 
sions earlier this year, a bipartisan redis- 
tricting agency is more likely to serve the 
public interest than one dominated by one 
political group or another. 


Preview of Retraining 

The good results that have already come 
from a pilot operation of the federal retrain- 
ing program in West Virginia ought to pro- 
vide distinct encouragement that here is a 
genuinely workable tool for dealing with un- 
employment. Miners, often regarded as ex- 
ceptionally set in their ways and theretore 
most difficult to retrain, formed the bulk of 
the trainees. Sixty-nine of the first 100 men 
to go through the course found jobs within 
three months, most of them in new com- 
munities, 

These were, to be sure, presumably the 
cream of the crop, screened by aptitude tests, 
and a minute fraction of West Virginia's un- 
employed. We question, as does the United 
States Office of Rehabilitation, whether work- 
ers should be dismissed on the basis of apti- 
tude tests as unretrainable. Their problem is 
going to have to be dealt with, and if we be- 
lieve in education as we say we do it ought 
at least to be attempted. 

But even with the necessary reservations, 
the West Virginia pilot operation provides a 
basis for hopefulness. It is demonstrating by 
reducing dropouts that the $23 a week paid 
the trainees for subsistence while studying 
is a sound idea. It is proving that ~ven a type 
of worker considered hard to retrain can be 
retrained. 

In all probability it will be tougher going 
generally than it has been thus far in West 
Virginia, and it is likely to be so in that state 
as the program reaches out to larger and 
larger. numbers. The governing factor, how- 
ever, is not that successful retraining is diffi- 
cult and costly, but that it is necessary and 
possible. 


At 12th and Washington 

Thanks in large measure to the way St. 
Louis’s model new building code has opened 
the city to modern construction techniques 
and materials, another new building is 
planned in the downtown area. The decision 
to put up a nine-story motel on the north- 
east corner of Twelfth and Washington, a 
site that has been vacant for 30 vears, was 
triggered by adoption of the code and its 
defense against raids by special interests. 

This reflects confidence that downtown 
St. Louis is on the verge of substantial 
changes for the better as well as confidence 
that there will be no tampering with the per- 
formance principle on which the code is 
based. Builders now are permitted to use any 
material that meets certain standards for 
strength and fire resistance. The old code 
specified the permissible materials, and 
“brick and masonry” topped the list. 

The proposed new motel, plus at least two 
others planned near the riverfront, will make 
St. Louis more attractive than ever to tour- 
ists and convention groups. That will enhance 
downtown property values and, in the long 
run, tend to benefit every property owner in 
the city. 


Tanganyika Becomes a Nation 

Tanganyika, which on Saturday became in- 
dependent, needs economic support to keep 
on an even keel. Not quite as large as Texas 
and Oregon combined, Tanganyika has a 
shaky economy, largely agricultural, and a 
population of 9,000,000 which expects its lot 
to be bettered rather quickly under inde- 
pendence. 


A stern test lies before its first prime min- 
ister, the capable Julius Nyerere, a former 
teacher and head of the country’s only real 
political organization, the Tanganyika Nation- 
al African Union. Whereas Ghana, half the 
size of Tanganyika, began independence three 
years ago with a reserve of $750,000,v00, Tan- 
ganyika has $11,000,000. But the new nation 
in the British Commonwealth does have Brit- 
ish colonial service personnel and an excel- 
lent corps of white technicians and advisers 
which it expects to keep. Mr. Nyerere, who 
enjoys the respect of Tanganyika’s 93,000 
Asians and 22,000 Europeans as well as the 
Africans, also has the confidence of both 
Britain and the United States. His nation is 
one of the very few that has emerged with- 
out violence from African colonialism and a 
past of slavery. 


Mr. Nyerere also is fortunate in that when 
he. visited the United States '-st July he re- 
ceived assurances from President Kennedy of 
aid for his three-year economic development 
program. Britain too has promised aid. 

With these promises of aid, plus the good 
wishes of all the free world, Mr. Nyerere and 
his Tanganyika enter the family of nations 
under good omens. 


The Fouke Contract 


The task of Mayor Tucker and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in working out conditions 
for keeping the Fouke Fur Company here has 
been complicated by recent developments. 
But the task is not imvossible and it is im- 
portant that every effort be made to keep 
Fouke, or any other company contemplating 
a.move, in St. Louis. 

The Department of the Interior’s decision 
to warn 'Fouke that its sealskin-processing 
contract may be canceled has been criticized 
as unwarranted government intervention in 
the company’s private affairs. But the full 
facts were not made public at once. Now it 
appears that the Government's dispute with 
Fouke involves more than the location of its 
plant, and has continued for some time. 

When Alaska was made a state, Fouke told 
the Department of the Interior it would not 
be feasible to locate there because of the 
necessity of using skilled labor in St. Louis. 
Yet after announcing the move to Greenville, 
S.C., Fouke told the Department it did not 
plan to move all its skilled employes there. 
The Comptroller General, who acts as a 
watchdog on Government contracts, had’ 
called Fouke’s profits “impressive” and asked 
the Department to review the contract. 

The Interior Department has indicated the 
contract might not be ended if Fouke re- 
mains in St. Louis. The community will 
benefit by this solution, and should extend 
its good offices in working it out.

In the town of Twin Lakes, Wis., an 
angry debate has erupted. The osten- 
sible question is whether McGuffey’s 
Readers should be used as school text- 
books. 

The State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Angus B. Rothwell, con- 
demned the Readers as “sectarian,” 
“totally out of date,’’ and lacking ‘‘all 
the developments made in reading in 
the last 50 years.” 

At present the 
McGuffeys are in 
use in Twin Lakes. 
of The “‘sestarian’” 
passages were at 
first pasted over 
with gummed pa- 
per. When this be- 
came tedious, the boa-d actually cut 
out some sections with a razor. 

These remarkable books: were the 
work of William Holmes McGuffey, 
who expected to be remembered, if at 
all, for his efforts.in organizing the 
common schools of Ohio. McGuffey had 
been born in 1800 in a log cabin on 
the western Pennsylvania frontier. 

The facts of nis life were reflected 
in the Readers. These revealed a 
strong ethical stand on almost every 
page, a passionate love /f iiterature, 
an intimate feeling for ‘he kinds of 
writing that titillate young people, a 
sure sense of the environment in which 
his audience would spend their years, 
and, most important of all, the touch 
of a master teacher. 

The First and Second Readers made 
their debut in 1836, the Third and 
Fourth in 1837, the Fifth in 1844, and 
the Sixth in 1867. After 1845 the Mc- 
Guffeys had virtually ceased to be 
under the editorial cont-ol of their 
originator, and soon after his death 
they were drastically revised. 

McGuffey had found a formula for 
meeting at the same time the power- 
ful needs both of society and of the 
child in that society. His books ap-

peared on the scene just as the free 
public school movement was spread- 
ing across the country, ind they at- 
tached themselves to it. The Ohio 
frontier where the books first entered 
circulation was harsh, demanding and 
isolated. It offered, however, a golden 
opportunity to those who would seize 
it and improve it by hard work. 
There was a regular and patient re- 
assurance to the youngster that noth- 
ing he undertook diligently was impos- 
sible to achieve. Here he first heard 
the story, “Where There Is a Will 
There Is a Way.”’ Here the child first 
heard the line, which was the title of 


a poem, “Try, Try Aguin.”’ 


One idea stands out in McGuffey’s 
above all others. It is that the Lord 
has placed his people in a Garden of 
Eden. .Evil cannot enter it from the 
outside; it can only arise from within. 
The child’s task from his earliest mo- 
ment is to take a hand in policing 
against it. This makes of the young- 
ster, therefore, not so much a child as 
a miniature adult, bearing burdensome 
responsibility. The Readers must help 
to train him for it, not lighten the load. 

The question that has arisen is: 
‘Are not the qualities of the McGuf- 
feys useful today?’’ The answer is not 
a simple yes or no. Denis Beula, the

Sir Hubert Wilkins led a charmed 
life which led him from one hair-rais- 
ing adventure to the next—always with 
a happy ending. Lowell Thomas pre- 
sents a most fascinating account of 
Sir Hubert’s life, but since the whole 
book, with the exception of an epilogue 
by Lady Wilkins, is in the first person, 
it is not really a biography, but an 
autobiography ‘‘as told to Thomas.” 

The Australian-born Wilkins found 
his first interest in motion pictures at 
the start of the century. As a camera 
man, he covered the Balkan war in 
1912 for a London movie firm. His 
interest in flying gave him a chance 
to become an outstanding aerial pho- 
tographer, and as such he was dream- 
ing of expeditions to the Arctic by 
plane in order to map the territory 
from the air as well as for weather 
observations, 


He got his break when Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson needed a photographer for 
his Arctic expedition and chose Wilkins 
for the job. When, after dangerous 
encounters with the rigors of the Arc- 
tic, he returned in 1916 he was ap- 
pointed by the Australian Army as of- 
ficial photographer of historical events 
in the war. 

After the war, Sir Hubert took part 
in the England-to-Australia Air Race, 
which he could not finish since his ma- 
chine was wrecked. Around 1920 he 
undertook an unsuccessful flying expe- 
dition to the Antarctic, and after some 
minor interludes, went on another Arc- 
tic expedition in 1925 where he gained 
further experience in flying under 
Arctic conditions. In 1928, finally, he 
became the first man to wing his way 
over the top of the world, for which 
feat he was knighted by King George V. 

Back he went to the Antarctic for 
further mapping expeditions. His orig- 
inal claim that Graham Land was an 
archipelago, not a peninsula, which 
was later disproved, has been corrected

McGuffey often tied this kind of sen- 
timent closely to expressions of his 
deeply felt Whiggishness (his brother 
was named Alexander Hamilton Mc- 
Guffey). Thus a little boy in one story 
declares: 


God gives a great deal of money to 
scme persons, in order that they may 
assist those who are poor. 


The fear of deprivation or of failure 
in the menacing adult world no longer 
animates. most of ou: young people. 
They are not work-driven but leisure- 
driven, and the emphasis on youthful- 
ness as a virtue in our society pre- 
sents them with a weapon -gainst their 
elders that McGuffey’s boys and girls 
never had. 


The child now needs to have an 
awareness of and a respect for a va- 
riety ef cultures whose value-systems 
might even at some points contradict 
his own. He has to learn how smail 
a proportion of the world’s population 
is white-skinned, and how the racial 
abuses of his society are sins beyond 
any in McGuffey’s old catalogue.

Fruit Cake

IF YOUR HOLIDAY fruit- 
cakes were made some weeks 
ago and are now carefully stored 
away to gently mellow as they 
age, we would like to say, “good 
girl—bully for you.”’ You are in- 
deed to be congratulated upon 
your foresight and industry, 


But if, like so many of us, 
your intentions are better than 
your follow-through and you sim- 
ply haven’t gotten around to 
baking fruitcakes this year for 
one reason or another, don’t be 
too remorseful. Take heart; all 
is not lost. It’s still not too late, 


It is true that all fruitcuses 
are better after they age. How- 
ever, in many modern recipes 
(particularly those for the lighter 
cakes), a few days to a week 
are all that is necessary to equal- 
ize the moisture and distribute 
the fruit flavors. The fruitcakes 
for which recipes are given in 
this section can all be made suc- 
cessfully in time for Christmas. 

In addition, there are al! of 
the delightful kissin’ cousins of 
fruitcake such as the Raisin Nut 
Sherry. Cake, Carol's Christmas 
Cake and, of course, a steamed 
pudding. 

Here, then, are the recipes for 
making wonderfully moist, fruit- 
laden cakes which may well be- 
come a continuing part of your 
own family’s Yuletide tradition. 

As a sort of extra bonus, we 
have included some tips on fruit- 
cake lore which you may wish 
to clip and file away for future 
guidance. 


FIRST ON THE LIST §is’ the 
fruitcake which St. Louisans 
have truly taken to their hearts. 
The recipe for this applesauce 
fruitcake appeared for the first 
time on December 3, 1953 in the 
food section of this newspaper. 
It made a modest debut, on one 
of the inside pages with a rela- 
tively small photograph. There 
was nothing to indicate that it 
was destined for fame. However, 
it was to be one of the most 
popular recipes ever printed 
here. Soon after its appearance 
phone calls and letters began 
to arrive, telling us how good it 
was. 

Year after year, requests were 
received. from women who had 
ewher lost the recipe or had 
tasted the cake at a friend's 
home and wanted a recipe of 
their own. Because of its popu- 
larity, the recipe was reprinted 
in 1958. 

This year we decided to have 
the recipe retested so that cor- 
rect baking times could be giv- 
en you for various pan sizes. 

The recipe was adjusted slight- 
ly; one-half teaspoon additional! 
salt was added and the amount 
of raisins increased to give a 
cake more generously laden with 
fruit (original recipe called for 
one cup white raisins). 

There is still plenty of time to 
make it, it requires only a few 
days of aging. 


Applesauce Fruitcake. 


One cup soft shortening. 

Two cups sugar. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon nutmeg. 

One-half teaspoon allspice. 

One teaspoon almond extract. 

Four eggs. 

Three cups sifted flour. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One-fourth teaspoon soda. 

One and one-half teaspoons 
galt. 

One cup canned applesauce. 

One and one-half pounds can- 
died fruit mix. 

One cup candied cherries. 

One (15-ounce) package dark 
or golden raisins. 

One cup chopped nuts. 
Cream shortening, sugar, spices 
and almond extract together un- 
til light and fluffy. Beat in eggs 
until thoroughly blended. 

Sift two and one-half cups 
flour with baking powder, soda 
and salt. Add to creamed mix-

7. Five and one-half by three 
by two and one-half inch loaf— 
one and three-fourths cups bat- 
ter. Bake about one and one- 
half hours. 

8. One and three-fourths by 
three-fourths inch (tiny) cupcake 
pans—rounded tablespoon batter. 
Bake about 20 minutes. 


Baking Hints. 

For larger loaf cakes, 
pans with brown paper 
grease with shortening. 

Smaller pans such as small 
loaves, fancy molds or _ juice 
cans—grease well. 

Cupcake pans (regular size) 
may be lined with paper baking 
cups, or grease well. 

Fill larger pans three-fourths 
full; smaller pans two-thirds full 
or use measured amount of bat- 
ter as given in recipe. 
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A COUPLE of innovations 
make this pineapple white fruit 
cake new and very delicious. 
The day before you make the 
cake, prepare the candied pine- 
apple rings. Start with a can of 
sliced pineapple and boil in sir- 
up 15 minutes, or until the fruit 
becomes clear. Then let the pine- 
apple stand in the sirup over- 
night. Candied pineapple pre- 
pared in this way gives a par- 
ticularly delicious flavor to the 
cake. 

The other trick is to use mixed 


Some Facts to File on 


THESE BITS of fruitcake lore 
and ana are well worth study- 
ing now, and saving for guidance 
in future fruitcake baking ses- 
gions. 

It comprises a sort of ready- 
reference file on points which 
may be puzzling. 

Baking Pans. 

Fruitcake batter can be baked 
in almost any kind of a con 
tainer. Juice cans, paper baking 
cups, muffin pans and a wide 
assortment of shapes and sizes 
of foil pans are suitable. 

Small containers should be 
thoroughly greased, whereas |ar- 
ger ones which will require long 
baking should be lined with 
greased brown paper. 

Aging. 

All fruitcakes are better after 
they age. However, many cakes 
made by modern recipes may 
need only a few days to a week 
to equalize the moisture and dis- 
tribute the fruit flavors. 

This applies particularly to the 
lighter cakes. The very dark 
cakes, heavily laden with fruits, 
require longer aging. As a gen- 
eral rule—the more fruit, the 
longer the aging required. 

Preparation Time, 

Fruitcake baking used to be a 
two-day venture. This is no long- 
er true, since so many of the in- 
gredients now come in ready-to- 
measure packages. 

* Candied fruits and cherries are 


precut, and average two cups 
per pound. California dark and 
golden raisins are readily avail- 
able in 15-ounce cartons which 
measure about two and three- 
fourths cups. Nuts may be pur- 
chased in vacuum-packed cans, 
or in see-through wraps. 
Freezing. . 

If you choose to freeze your 
fruitcakes, make sure they are 
properly aged and carefully 
wrapped first. Fruitcakes will 
not age in the freezer. 


What Temperature? 

A slow oven is best for baking 
fruitcakes. Temperatures for 
very large cakes often are as 
low as 275 degrees, whereas 
most of them bake satisfactorily 
at 300 degrees. 

A pan of water placed on the 
floor of the oven often is recom- 
mended if the cake happens to 
be one of those majestic 10-inch 
tube cakes. 

How to Wrap. 

Make sure fruitcakes are thor- 
oughly- cool before they are 
wrapped for storing. Foil, waxed 
paper or transparent plastic 
wrap are suitable for wrapping 
purposes. 

A few tablespoons of brandy 
may be sprinkled over the cake 
before storing if desired. 

How to Glaze. 

The simplest of all glazes is 

to simply use light coro sirup.

US. CHANGING: 
WELFARE SETUP 
10 STOP ABUSES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (UPI) 
~Abraham Ribicoff, Secretary 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, today issued a series of 
administrative orders designed 
to eliminate abuses in the public 
welfare program and put more 
emphasis on getting dependents 
off relief. 

Ribicoff told a press confer- 
ence the changes were only the 
beginning of a far-reaching over- 
haul in welfare programs. The 
nation is spenuing more than 
four billion dollars a year in 
this area. 

He said more sweeping revi- 
sions will be presented to Con- 
gress for legislative action in 
January. 

Details of Orders. 

Today’s orders require 
States to 

Establish special units in 
their welfare departments to 
track down parents who have 
deserted their children 

Avopt tighter procedures for 
detecting and halting fraud in 
wellare 

Provide intensive cast 
services by trained social 
workers for problem families 
on relief, includiftg those in 
which an unwed mother is re- 
ceiving aid for illegitimate chil- 
dren. Such families henceforth 
must be checked by a home 
visit from a trained wellare 
worker at least every 
three months 

Another major change 
izes the states to permit children 
in families on relief retain 
for their futt education of 
other worthwhile put 
money that they earn 
selves. 

Under the old regulation, 
money earned by children in 
such families was deducted. from 
relief checks. Ribicoff said this 
tended to ‘‘stiffle incentive for 
children to earn money”’ and to

Formulation of the program 
has been in progress since early 
last spring when Ribicoff ap 
pointed a citizens’ committee 
and a special consultant to make 
recommendations for overhaul- 
ing the federal welfare systern 


Strengthening Resources. 


Ribicoff told a recent gather- 
ing of welfare workers in Chi- 
cago that the Government's ap- 
proach would be ‘“‘to help fam- 
ilies to become self-supporting 
and independent by strengthening 
their own resources.” 

Some administrative changes 
to foster closer co-operation be- 
tween the Bureau of Public As 
sistance and the Children’s Bu 
reau were expected in an effo 
to provide rehabilitative ser 
to welfare families 

Ribicoff has indorsed federal 
contributions to community work 
relief programs as an effective 
means of providing incentive to 
persons on relief. But he 
made it.clear that legislation will 
be needéd to authorize this an 
other possible alternatives to di- 
rect cash payments 

One report studied by Ribicoff 
said the Government should in- 
form the public about successes 
of the welfare programs. George 
K. Wyman, executive directo:

Just How Old Is 
A Young Man? 


® MAN pamed John Chancellor has taken an early morn- 
ing television show, replacing Dave Garroway. The other day 
he told an interviewer: “I like Dave. But after all he was of 
a different generation. . .. A lot of us are coming of age— 

why, I'll be 3. And it’s 
that way in Washington— 
people our own age are 
suddenly in charge.”’ 

This statement, it seems 
to»me, underlines the tro- 
ble of our troubled times. 
Nobody knows how old he 
is. Oh, sure, he knows 
how many birthdays he 
has had, but he is com- 
pletely confused as _ to 
what generation he be- 

to and whether he 
should the pediatri- 
cian or the geriatrician 
when he breaks a leg. 

Chancellor, apparently, 
is 33 (going on 34); Gar- 
roway, relegated to the 
role of Elder Moderator, 
is 48. The man I like to 
think of as being in charge 
in Washington is 44. 

Acc to Chancellor's arithmetic he is a generation 
behind a 48 but contemporary with a 44. (Unless, of course, 
he thinks Caroline is in charge down there, but she is only 3 
and Mr. Chancellor is old enough to be her father.) 

I am not writing in any spirit of criticism of Chancellor. 
He has as much right to pick out a generation for himself as 
anyone else. The point is that we are all adrift in this matter. 
There are no aids, none that don’t 
keep changing

For example, you can hear the girls around the 
water cooler remarking of an absent friend that she is 
32 years old if she is a day. From their tone you get 
the idea that the reason the dear old soul is absent 
is that she has gone to get a lube job for her wheel 
chair. 


And yet Mrs. Kennedy, at the same age, is young, vibrant 
and all the rest. She is only a year or so younger than Chan- 
cellor, who has been described as a veteran reporter, even 
hough he is a generation behind Garroway who is only four 
years older than the youthful President. 

The social security law gives us some guidance in putting 
65 as the dividing line after which we are officially old. But 
now even that line is vague, and you can choose to be a 
senior citizen at 62 if you want to. Some employers make it 
even more interesting by deciding that a man or woman is 
too old to be hired after 40—even though this is roughly the 
generation which Chancellor feels is ‘in charge.’ 

There is no point in further complicating the question by 
bringing in the world of sports, where age gets completely 
fouled up, and we have ancient boxers of 28 and promising 
young golfers of 35. 


I suppose the thing could be settled by establish- 
ing a task force to do a study on how everybody stands 
age-wise, but there would undoubtedly be objections to 
increasing further the scope of federal authority. (One 
person who would be sure to object would be Senator 
Goldwater, even though, as a young, vigorous old 
fogey, he illustrates the problem.) 


Perhaps we will just have to go along the way we are 
now, letting everybody assign himself and those around him 
to whatever generation he pleases. 

But 1 can’t help wishing that Chancellor hadn’t made 
Garroway sound so decrepit. I’ve always thought of Dave 
as a nice, bright youngster.

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How the Army Seasons its Cooks 


Fort Leonard Wood Trains Men to Satisfy Soldiers With Discriminating Tastes

FORT LEONARD WOOD, 
‘Mo.,: Dec. 11. 

ARMY CHOW is improving. 
In fact it is becoming down- 
right appetizing. You no longer 
get pork chop gravy slopped 
over your apricots, and roast 
beef tastes like beef instead of 
a sauteed field boot. There's 
emphasis on decent serving these 
days and still more emphasis 
on cooking food with care. 

A hasty survey made while 
eating in some of the 132 mess 
halls where Fort Leonard Wood's 
26,000 soldiers put. away their 
meals indicates that G.I. gripes 
about army chow are not as 
loud as they once were. The 
men still aren’t willing to con- 
cede that an army kitchen can 
turn out stuff like mother did 
but they fall to with knife and 
fork with a minimum of grum- 
bling. 

To keep the standards high in 
the monumental task of feed- 
ing our rapidly growing army, 
Fort Wood has 320 young men 
under training at all times in 
the Food Service School. The 
men come in classes of 40 fresh 
from basic training, spend eight 
weeks learning the basic facts 
of nutrition, cooking, baking, 
serving and sanitation, and then 
either are assigned to duty 
under a seasoned Army cook in 
one of the Fort Wood messes 
or are shipped out for service 
in units abroad or in the States. 

“‘Army food has improved be- 
Cause cooks are receiving better 
training, more detailed and more 
useful training,”’ explained Chief 
Warrant Officer Charles E. Bow- 
ers, who supervises the course, 
‘There was a time when instruc- 
tors taught a cooking course 
without ever getting up from 
their desks. Now the instructors, 
02 of them here at Fort Wood, 
work right along with the stu- 
dents. There's close supervision, 

‘When a man finishes the eight 
weeks of this course he knows 
something about food, cooking 
equipment, sanitation, menus, 
recipes and serving. He has to 
prove his knowledge by cooking 
a certain number of meals before 
he graduates.”’ 

Bowers doesn’t say that stu- 
dent cooks can absorb enough in 
eight weeks to take over the kit- 
chen at the Waldorf but they get 
a good grounding in cooking, a 
healthy appreciation of the vital 
role food plays in a G.I.’s life, 
and genuine respect for good 
food well served. 


About half the men in the 
Food Service School are volun- 
teers. They are learning to be 
cooks because that particular 
duty appeals to them. The 
others are arbitrarily assigned 
to the school. Many of those 
start out griping at finding 
themselves in a kitchen instead 
of in an engineering unit but 
change their minds and wind 
up wearing a white apron with 
pride. 


In recent years Army menus 
have been looking up, giving the 
men a wider assortment of foods, 
better quality, better preparation 
and better serving. In the old 
days when we had a volunteer 
Army, the men were often as not 
meat-and-potatoes types. They 
asked for meat and potatoes and 
that’s what the Army gave them. 
In World War II the Army felt 
its responsibility to look after the 
nutrition of hundreds of thou- 
sands of draftees and food im- 
proved. The vitamins were there 
all right, even if the vitamins in 
the gravy got mixed up with the 
vitamins in the canned peaches 
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during serving. Today, with the 
emphasis that is placed on chow 
served in an appetizing manner, 
the peaches and the gravy pretty 
much stay their distance. 


Be today’s soldiers de- 
mand something better, they're 
getting it. The Army knows that 
poor food does more to make 
soldiers discontented than any 
other factor. 

One approach 
Army chow has been master 
food planning throughout the 
Army. With only minor varia- 
tions, dictated by locale, every 
man in the Army has the same 
daily fare. A .master menu 
planning board in Washington 
figures out what is to be served 
for each meal each day a year 
in advance.
